PROGRESS IN THE EAST. 

Professor Leopold a'on Eaxke, the 
German historian, in a now edition of 
his "History of Servia," gives this re- 
markable summary of i-ecent events in 

. the East : "Tho Empire of Osman is 
overcome, and penetrated in e\ ery 
direction by tlio spirit of tlie Christian 
era. By that term we do not under- 
stand tho Christian religion nicroly. 
What we mean would be imperfectly 
denoted even by the word 'culture' and 
•civilization.' It is tho genius of the 
West, It is the spirit which forms na- 
tions into disciplined armies, -whicb 
makes roads, constructs canals, appro- 
priates the seas and covers them with 
ships, colonizes distant continents, ex- 
plores tho arcana of Nature, occupies 

y.allvtlie^dpi^ains .of knoAvlodg^^ and re- 
news 'theni" with ovor-adcled achieve- 
ment, without, at tho same time, losing 
sight of that eternal truth which, in 
spito of tho diversity of their passions, 
orders and adminisiers the atfairs of 
men. This spirit is, in our time, mak- 
ing enormous progress. It has -won 
America from savage tribes, and sub- 
duing nature's uncultured energies, has 
transformed her from shore to shore. 
It is advancing by various routes into 
tho remotest regions of Asia, even 
China showing signs of opening her 
gates at its kpjjroach. It has fringed 
Africa and visited her trackless deserts. 
Progressing without pause in many 
and various forms, irresistibly armed 
with knowledge and power, it souju- 
gates and takes [)osso.s.sion of tho earth, 
it has pressed mightily forward, in 
recent decades, into the Ottoman Em- 
pire. It has found in Greece, in Egypt 
and in Constautinoplo its ministers 
anil interpreters. Groat Britain and 
Russia, in spito of their frequent atti- 
tude of antagonism to each other, may 
be said in this respect to pursue a com- 
mon course." 

IS IT TRUE? 

That the death warrant of the In- 
dian "Johnson," condemned to die at 
Cassiar for the murder of j\[r. J exkin- 
SON, has gone astray somewhere he 
tween the pigeon-holes in the Attorney 
General's office and Telegraph Creek 1 
Rumor says that the document cannot 
be found, that the date fixed for tho 
execution has passed and gone, and 
that "Johnson" mu.st be set at lai-ge. 
Every one knows the story of tho mis- 
sing depositions in tho Anderson case; 
the left-behind warrant in tho West- 
minster hanging matter ; the delay 
cd Queen's Commission for holding 
tho Clinton Assizes, and the failure of 
justice in the Pool murder case. All 
are aware, too, that tho Government 
have been presented by three Grand 
Juries for neglect of duty. But no 
one was prepared for a failure in the 
^CasEiar murder case. Therefore we 
■hope it will be found that Darao Ru- 
mour has lied, and that there is no 
danger of tho murde.r of Jenkinson go- 
ing unavenged through tho careless- 
ness of Government officials. The 
truth is bad enough.

THE CAlFlDJlT'REmiLATIOXS 

ON WRECKING. 

At Washington on tho lltli of No^•- 
ember, the Cabinet discussed questions 
of constitutional and international law 
in connection with the subjectof a pro- 
clamation recently issued by the Cana- 
dian Government permitting Ameriean 
vessels to come to tho relief Canadian 
vessels in tho waters of the Dominion 
only when danger of loss of life or car- 
go was absolutely imminent. Tho law 
upon .the ^Amprican statute book per- 
mits Canadian ressels to enter Ameri- 
can waters freely and assist American 
vessels in distress undcer any circum- 
stances and to any extent. It was sug- 
gested that tho President should de- 
clare by proclamation that the privil- 
ege of ^Canadian yess^ls;. in, .American 
waters' sliall "bo precisely the samo as 
those accorded by the Dominion to 
American vessels. The Cabinet were 
divided as to the power of tho Presi- 
dent under the existing law to issue 
such a proclamation. The whole mat- 
ter was left undetermined. . It will 
piobably bo decided, however, within 
the next few days.

London, Nov. 19. — The t'oiinoil of 
the Engli.sh Church Union lias deter- 
mined on a policy of resistance to Lord 
Penzance's jadgmeat, m the case of the 
Rev. Alexander Mackonochie. Mr. 
jMackonochie has expressed his willing- 
ness to go to prison. His church war- 
dens and congregation will prevent ,'in- 
otlier clergyman from oiliciating in his 
])laeo without authority from Mackoiio- 
chio. 

The Colonial Ollicf*, re[ilying to a 
memorial against the cxclusidn of mis- 
sionaries from Zululanil, 1ms prouii.'-ed 
to inform Sir Garnet Wolsoley lliat it 
is desirable that any inlm'l'erei.,.'' with 
missionarv operations slioiild avoid 
od. 

Di'iu.iN, iN'ov. 19. — The Insh Times 
says: — ^The arrest of Dnvitt, Killeu 
and Daly, charged with making incen- 
diary speeches, was cflccted very qiiiel- 
ly. Davitt and Killen arrivetl atSligo 
this afternoon. At several stations 
along the railway extra policemen were 
on duty. The i)risoncrs will bo brought 
before tho resident magistrate and for- 
mally remanded to the Sligo jail, ]iend- 
ing a special magisterial sitting in a 
few ilays, when one of the Crown law 
oflicers will conduct the prosecution. 
Killen asserts th.at he cannot uiulrr- 
stand his arrest, as he consiilercd that 
his speech was entirely witKu the 
bounds of law. Great consternation 
prevails at Castlebar, as Daly is much 
respected. He was cheered by the in- 
habitants on his de])artm-o for Sligo. 
He was seated in his own car, with a 
sub-Inspector of Police, ami a litroiig 
escort in front and rear. Daly's news- 
paper, the ConnavfiJit Tdajmp!', has 
not been suppressed on account of the 
arrest of its editor. 

i\[ANCiiESTEn, Nov. 10. — The Gv.ar- 
duin's London correspondent believes 
that the statement to the eflect that 
papers were fontiil in Cabul compro- 
mising the Russian Eoreign Oilice, is 
accurate. Lord Beaconsfiold is urged 
to publish tho dooumcntf!, but declines 
to do so. 

IjONDON, Nov. 20. — The Homo Rule 
executive committee at its meeting in 
London to day, O'Connor Power pr(!- 
siding, passed a resolution jirotesting 
against, the arrest of Davitt, Daly and 
Killen while delivering speeches on the 
rights of Iri.sli tenantry. The meeting 
also resolved to call upon Irislimeu in 
Great Britain to establisli a local di'- 
feasc connnittoo to collect funds (o 
secure a fair arial for the prisoners. 

The speeches for which Michael 
Davitt and James Boyco Killen were 
arrested in Dublin, and James Daly, 
editor of the Connaught Tilrr/vciph, in 
Castlebar, were made at a meeting on 
the 2d inst., at < Jurteen, county Sligo.

A number of Skagit minei-s arrived hi re 
.last evening per steamer Josephine direct 
from tho diggings. Ono party from the 
Nip and Tuck claim brought down §1-100 
in gold dust. Quantities were brought 
down by other parties, tho exact amount 
we are unable to determine. All agree as 
to the great richness of tho diggings, so 
far OS we arc able to ascertain. At the 
time they left, on the thirteenth insttmt, 
there were four feet of snow in the mines, 
and still ftdling. Tho entire party will re- 
turn again on iibout the last of February. 
Nothing they state can now bo done in 
the diggings until that time. (Jn tho way 
down tho river, however, they passed a 
large number going up in canoes. 

These, thoy state, cannot po.ssibly roach 
tho mines, as it would be utterly out of 
tho question for them to pack the nece-ssaiy 
provisions through tho deep snow now 
obstructing the trail. It is understood 
that the people of A''ictoria aro now mov- 
ing in tho matter of putting thronu'h a 
trail from Fort Hopo to tlie mines in 
ordar to secure the trade another season 
in anticipation of the great ruali next 
spring, it is further stated that Joseph 
Snow, tho surveyor, has boon cng;\god 
in Victiu'ia to make tho necessary surveys. 
It is at letist defmitely known that Mr. 
Snow was teiogr.iphed for from Victoiin, 
recently, while at La Conner on lu's way 
to the diggings, and left for N'ietoria 
forthwith. However, there is ;i pros[)L'el 
tliattv move will be made hero in tho same 
direction. One gentleman who came 
down from the mines last night, and wlio 
brought a einisidiM'ablu quantity of gold 
tliist witli him, states tliat he will be one 
of the three men to fiirnisli tliu necessary 
capit.'il for opening a trail.

TorriUe Sxploaion on the Soathem 
Faeiflo Hailroad. 



The S. F. Post of the 17th furnishes 
particulars of tho torriblo explosion at 
Wright's Station, tho present terminus of 
tho Southern Pacific Coast railroad, at 
midnight on the IGth inst. A gang of 
Chinamen entered tho tunnel to relievo 
tho shift about to quit work. Their cus- 
tom has been to light their lamps after 
getting about 500 feet Into tho tunnol. 
The scene uf the disaster is almost on tho 
top of tho Santa Cruz mountains, in a 
region where coal .abounds, and where 
boring fori' wells is actively prosecuted. 
The tunnel 'was'either full of explo.sivo car- 
bureted hydogen or of coal oil gas, for a 
slight explosion took place when the 
lamps were first lit. This was followed by 
a fearful burst of fiiimo accompanied by n 
loud repm-t, and thirty-livo Chinamen 
were instantaueoiLsly hurled into eternity. 
Of these five have since been taken out 
dead, and as soon as tho blinding smoke 
clears away and permits an entry into tho 
tunnel, tho remtiins of tho others will bo 
extricated. Tho works woro blown aw.iy, 
the blacksmith's shopontirolj' demolished 
and several wdiito men seriously injured, 
though it is hoped not fatally.

OTTA\yA, Nov. 11. — Col. Josoph Au- 
mond was buried to-day with military 
honours. 

The drill shod was inaugurated last 
ovening by tho reception given by tlie 
Foot Guards to Col. Ros.s on his return 
from England. 

Tho Saskatchewan Herald says that 
Prof. Macoun's exploration has re- 
.sultcd in the discovery of a largo tract 
of good agricultural and grazing land 
south wfi.st .of the Battleford region and 
out of the ordinary routes of travel. 
Fully eighty per cent, of it is suitable 
for grain-growing. Prof. 'Macoun states 
emphatically that tho stories of disaft'ec- 
tioii among tlin Blackfnet, Sarcoe.s, and 
Mountain Indians nro without founda- 
tion, and he gives them great praise 
for their patience while undergoing the 
most shocking privation from hunger 
and want of every conceivable descrip- 
tion. He also .says that the great draw- 
back to the country soutJi of Battle- 
ford is that there is no timber, but this 
lack is coinponsatod for by the undoubt- 
ed existence of unlimited quantities of 
coal throughout that region. Tho coal 
has been tested at many camp-fires for 
cooking, and it burnt brightly, with a 
clear flame and no residue but tho 
aslic:-). 

IIalifa.x, N.S., Nov. 10.— Tho Her- 
ald says: "Halifax merchants are 
shijjping coal to the West Indies and 
are making preparation to do so in con- 
siderable quantities." 

Winnipeg, Nov, 1 1. — An incendiary 
fire in the town of Emerson, on the 
boundary liiio, at two o'clock this 
morning, destroyed Carney's block, 
including the premises and stock of 
Carney & Chamber's, lumber and hard- 
ware merchants, the Western Jounud 
office, and Armstrong's photograph 
establishment. The damage will prob- 
ably reach .$20,000, jiartly insured. 
An incendiary attempt to Inirii this 
block was frustrated two weeks ago. 

Montreal, Nov. 11. — Prof. Robt. 
Bell, senior Director of tho Geological 
Survey, arrived in town this morning. 
In June last, he left here to continue 
the explorations which lie had begun 
last year in the Northwest. 'J-'lie north 
end of Lake Winnipeg, he made tho 
starting point for the season, while his 
assistant, Mr. A. S. Coclirauo, woiii to 
explore the largo hikes lying south of 
the boat route. Prof. IjcII proceeded 
to complete the survey of the Nelson 
River, which ho had begun the previ- 
ous year, and then crossed over the 
Nel.son to tho head waters of the 
Littlo Churchill nnd followed it to tho 
Great Churchill, which he surveyed to 
the sea. Here he found it impcssiblc 
to obtain men, and accordingly started 
along tho coast with his own men, who 
were entire strangers to the 
region. The littlo party proceed- 
ed for some distance till over- 
taken by severe thunder storms and 
other untoward circumstances, which 
necessitated their return to Churchill, 
wdiere the Hudson Bay Company's ship, 
wdiich had just arrived from England, 
was in waiting, and conveyed tho par- 
ty to York Factory. From there Prof. 
Bell started up the Nelson river to 
Norway House, and completed the sur- 
vey of the east coast of Lako Winni- 
peg, which ho had begun last year. 

Quebec, Nov. 14.— 3Ir. Vachson, 
Mayor of Escoumains, arrived to-day 
with a petition from the inhabitants of 
that locality, asking the Provincial 
Governmcut for aid. It seems that 
through the failure of crops from frosts, 
starvation threatens tho people unless 
promptly relievfid. 

Montreal, Nov. l-i. — A final order 
from the military authorities at Otta- 
wa decliues to grant leave to the mili-

A Jliss Edwards lately mysteriously 
disappeared from hor family and 
friends in Liverpool,, and for weeks 
was not heard of. Sho was engaged 

to be married, had a good homo, and 
livi^d comfortably and happily. It 
was feared sho had been kidnapped, 
and made way with, or condemned to 
a life of shame. At last sho was trac- 
ed to Birmingham, and thence to Lon- 
don, whore she was found and restored 
to hor friends. Her stoiy is (accord- 
ing to tho account) that sho was seized 
in Liverpool with a fainting fit, and 
that just before she lost consciousness 
she gave her name and address to a 
man near her, who called a cab. She 
says she was then drugged and driven 
to a house of infamy, where she was 
siiamofuUy outraged. Sho escaped, 
and made hor way to London via Bir- 
mingham. Here, ashamed to lot hor 
rel;iti\-es know where sho was, sho took 
lodgings with a young lady she picked 
up, and was looking for work when she 
was di.scovered, not by any of tho do- 
tsctives, but by a now amateur in that 
ine, formerly a Liverpool policeman, 
but now living ou his means in Lon- 
don. His story is, that as ho always 
had the special gift of discovering 
people by their photographs — however 
disguised ihey might be — he should 
bo able to find her out in London if 
sho were there. Having got here on 
tho 8th of October, he on tho Oth saw 
her at Peter Robinson's silk shop in 
Regent Circus, differently dressed 
from her description. He accosted 
her, and was politely snubbed. He 
let her go then, and three nights after 
mot hor and her friend in Piccadilly 
Circus. He again spoke to her, and 
she was distressed at being addressed 
in the street by a complete stranger. 
He then let her go again, and went to 
her father for information as to any 
one in London that knew his daughter. 
A gentleman from Liverpool at once 
came up, but for two days thoy saw 
nothing of the girl. The uncle's ad- 
dress was secured, but for some days 
he saw her no more, till one afternoon 
he came on her and her female friend 
in Regent-street. Ho says : — I there- 
upon stepped before her, and said, 
"iliss Edwards, I want to speak to 
you." Sho looked at nio full in tho 
face for an instant, and then said 
sharply," What is it? Here I am." 
"I want your uncle to see you." 
"What uncle have I, sir?" I spoke a 
little roughly to her, saying it was no 
use; that she had better admit who she 
was. She stepped aside and spoke to 
the other young lady with whom I had 
seen her before, and then, her uncle 
being now full in her view, she said 
to him, "Yes, uncle, it is me." This 
was about nine o'clock, and we at once 
took her to this gentleman's house, a 
good long drive off. 

From inquiries made it would seem 
that the young lady with whom sho 
w as living in London bore the highest 
character. 

It is the received opinion that the 
story told by Miss Edwards is hardly 
eon.sistent with truth. She had, when 
found, all her money and jewels. She 
.says that the man who abducted her 
himself put her, two days or so after- 
wards, into the train for London, jour- 
neyed with her to Shrewsbury, then 
disappeared, and that she made no out- 
cry or any complaint to those round 
her. The common idea is that sho 
made n faux pas and took this round- 
about way of explaining the mystery 
and concealing her fall. Her lover is 
ready to marry her still, so says an- 
other account, and her father is satisfi- 
ed, hinting the while nt mysterious 
family reasons, afllictions, and diseases. 
But ho is otherwise silent, and asks 
the public to let the matter drop from 
recollection as r^uickly as possible, in- 
timating at the same time that ho docs 
not intend to gratify curiosity by say- 
ing why his daughter disappeared.

To Bosralato tho S&nitary Condition of 
tho City of Victoria. 

Be IT ENACTED by tho iMiiyor.and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of tlio City of Vic- 
toria na folio n-a: 

1. It shall not be lawful to let or occu- 
py, or Buffer to bo occupied, as n dn ellino 
any room unless the followint; require- 
ments are complied ■with, that is to sny; 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 334 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying the aamo. 

C^^Unless such room has a window 
niade to open in a manner approved 
by tho Boiird of Health or Health 
OfEcor of tho Citj'. 

Cc_) Unless there is ;ippiirtcnni)t to such 
room the use of a \vator cl<j.sct, earth 
closet or privy, furnished ^vlth pro- 
per doors or coverings, to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health or 
Health Oflicor of the City. 

2. Any person who lets, occupies, or 
knowingly sufl'ers to bo occupied, auy 
room contraiy to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every such of- 
fence to a ptinalty not exceeding 850, in 
the discretion of any Justice of tlio Peace 
before whom ho may be convicted. 

, ? 3; JAny-.room in which any person passes 
the night, or the principal part of tlie 
night, shall be deemed to be occupied as a 
dwelling within tho moaning of this By- 
lair. 

4. Whoi'o two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw rolating to tlio 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within three months (whether 
the persona so convicted were or were m.t 
the same) any Justice of the Peace may 
direct the closing of tlio room so occupied, 
or of tho premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as ho may deem nocessaiy, oi 
may empower the Board of Health or 
Health Officer of tho City pcrniaiiuntly to 
close the same. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Dwellings Bylaw, 1879."
